W ashington, Jan. 2. — As the new 
year opens the world is about to wit­ 
ness the third attem pt by the United 
States within a decade to stop the 
Claval race of the chief powers. 
One week from today Secretary of 
State Stimson, heading the American 
delegation to the London arm s con­ 
ference, sails on the George W ashing­ 
ton which carried Woodrow Wilson to 
the Paris peace conference. 
W ilson’s mission was to bring per­ 
m anent peace to a w ar-torn world on 
the basis of the fourteen points. The 
mission which the United States now 
undertakes is to prevent another, such 
dangerous naval race as th a t between 
Great B ritain and 
Germ any 
which 
lead to the world war. 
In 1921, the United States called the 
W ashington 
arm s 
conference 
and 
asked the other four leading naval 
powers 
to 
join 
in 
lim iting 
their 
navies. 
France insisted upon such a 
heavy subm arine fleet that B ritain re­ 
fused to lim it her cruisers, insisting 
they were necessary for defense. 
The result was that battleship fleets 
were reduced and limited 
but

powers rem ained free 
to

many cruisers, subm arines and des­ 
troyers as they wished.

— (U.P) — A mob of 
200 communists scattered at strategic

As the party entered the hall, first 
came a chorus of cheers, and then the 
jeers and catcalls of

Red placards denouncnig Rubio and 
President Hoover appeared as lf by 
magic and were carried aloft as the

presidential party. 
The handful of detectives and pa­ 
trolm en barred the way. Behind stood 
the president-elect, his

A c c o r d in g to diplomatic tenets, we have no communication 
whatever with Russia, but when the voice of humanity is heard, 
when the United States is appealing to all possible agencies to 
find Ben Eielson, an American aviator and his mechanic, Carl 
Borland, caught in the maw of the mysterious, silent, frozen 
north, Russia and United States join hands in the mission of 
mercy. 
True, President Hoover, when food commissioner,' aided Rus­ 
sia in .famine times. 
Then, as now, there was no exchange of 
ambassadors. 
It is peculiarly in the province of the Russians to find Eiel­ 
son and his companion. 
They are acquainted with conditions in 
the frigid north. 
They have the meteorological data, the infor­ 
mation relating to every phase of travel and exploration in the 
north. And they have accomplished things too. 
ChUknovsky, an ace in the flying game, has to his credit the 
rescue of the dirigible Italia survivors located in the far north. 
New aid enlisted and announced in the day’s news is a huge 
Russian ice-breaker, which skillfully handled crunches its way 
northward through masses of ice, and will be an invaluable in­ 
strument in carrying supplies for the air patrol and establishing 
bases. 
An ordinary man, unacquainted with the rigors of the north 
and unsupplied with food and weapons, would have perished be­ 
fore this. But Eielson and his companion carried food and weap­ 
ons in their plane sufficient for a month. Eielson knows the coun­ 
try and has often jested with his family never to give up hope 
for a year any time he was lost.

Effective January lot 


The fourth reduction in long distance charges in a little more 
than three years, which will result in a substantial saving to tele­ 
phone users, was placed in effect on January-1* The reductions are, 
in brief, as follows: 


1. Day station-to-station calls (when you ask to talk with anyone avail­ 
able) for which the former rates were from 50 cents to $1.50 were 
reduced 5 or IO cents.
